A True Border Story or the War. 
Some time before the war a Presby­ 
terian clergyman from New Hampshire 
went south, with his family, for the 
benefit of his health. 
Ile purchased a 
little farm in Virginia, about throe 
miles from W ashington, D. C ., access 
to which was had by the way of George­ 
town and the Aqueduct Bridge. 
Ho 
gradually failed in health, however, 
aud died, leaving a widow- Mrs. Gayes 
—and two l>oys and two girls. 
At the 
breaking out of the war in 1861, Mrs. 
Gayes and her elder daughter who was 
aliout 15 years of age, took u decide*! 
stand in favor of the Union cause. 
It 
required not a little moral courage to 
do this; but there was no element of 
fear in the make-up of any member of 
the family. 
At first their home was 
within the confederate lines, and com­ 
munication with W ashington was very 
difficult ami hazardous. . Mrs. Gayes 
was ridiculed, and sometimes threat­ 
ened, but it availed nothing. 
After the Confederate 
lines were 
driven back a few miles in 1H6I, forti­ 
fications 
were 
constructed 
around 
W ashington for the protection of the 
j National Capital. 
Tin y consisted of a 
chain of forts arranged in nearly a cir­ 
cle. 
The line crossed the Potomac near 
Chain Bridge above Georgetown, ex­ 
tending thence 
down 
to Arlington 
I b ig h ts aud some distance below, re­ 
crossing the river aix>ut half w ay be- 
tween Long Bridge and Alexandria, 
and so on around until the circle was 
complete. 
W ithin this line, and about 
a mile and a half from Fort Smith, 
situated on a little eminence, was Mrs. 
Gayes’s modest home, protected now 
from the enemy, but suffering more 
perhaps from 
her 
friends. 
Many 
regiments were encampixl near bv; and 
j little by little her timber and fences and 
stock and crop disappeared, until there 
was scarcely anything left save the 
house and the land. 
Even the cook­ 
stove wa3 missing one morning. 
Very 
frequently she 
was aroused by the 
beating of the “long roll,’' the shout­ 
ing of words of command, and th** 
tram ping of ra im e n ts as they swiftly 
formed in line of battle, to meet the ex­ 
pected enemy. 
On such occasions all 
meml*ers of the family would hastily 
dress, secure about their persons what 
valuables they had, and patiently wait. 
During all these trying years she and 
her daughter were devoted friends of 
the Union cause, and their willing 
hands were untiring in doing something 
for the soldiers. 
It was a midsummer morning in 1864. 
Out in the fields and over in the city it 
was scorching hot. But in Mrs. G avels 
house, protected as it was from the rays 
of tho sun by the abundant foliage of 
tho great oaks which surrounded it, 
the heat was 
not 
oppressive. 
Mrs. 
Gayes was in tile sitting room reading a 
pa{>er. 
TIt4! elder daughter was in 
W ashington. 
Charlie -th e elder son— ; 
who was thou nearly 12 years of age, 
was playing with tho dog on the porch. 
It was a ]*eaceful quiet picture of Vir­ 
ginia country 
life. 
Suddenly 
there 
! came 
a 
loud, whistling, 
screaming 
sound, followed by a terrific explosion 
directly over the house.

Bell’s Messenger, England, says thai 
the capacity of the horse’s stomach i- 
This fact should 
who havt 
charge of horses. 
In feeding grain ic 
horses it is im portant that it should to 
fe*l at such a time that it may remain ir 
the stomach as long as need be to se 
cure it complete digestion. 
The nitro­ 
genous elements, in w hich grain is rich­ 
er than other foods, are better digested 
in the stomach than in th** int* stoics. 
The grain should be fed after the hay 
has been eaten, and no other food or 
drink should be given for some time af­ 
ter, so that the grain may remain in tim 
stomach until it is fully digested. 
If 
the grain is fed first, and then a ration 
as, for instance, of seven pounds of hay, 
the grain 
will lie 
speedily 
forced 
from 
the 
stomach 
by 
the 
hay. 
i In eating 
the 
hay, 
it 
will

In order 
to have the stomach digest well, it should 
not contain more than ten quarts ut u 
time, and in eating seven pounds of hay,

having passed on into tile intestines. 
If the grain had been led first, before 
the hay, the grain would liavo speedily 
passed out of the stomach into tho 
intestines, where it would digest less 
completely than if allowed to remain in 
the stomach. 
It is the office of the 
stomach to digest the nitrogenous parti 
of the foods, and as the oats or corn 
contain four or five times as much of 
these as tho same amount of hay, it is 
obviously more im portant to have the 
grain subjected to the full action of the 
gastric juices than to have the hay re­ 
tained there. 
Hence in feeding grain 
it should Ire fed after the hay ration has 
li^en eaten. 
This is a m atter well 
worth remembering in feeding horses.

( Oats and Peas. 


From the American Agriculturist. 
We have for many years grown oats 
aud peas together. On good, rich land, 
sown early, yon can get a great mass of 
fodder and grain. 
The great drawback 
in the older States is the pea-weevil. 
The peas are affected with the “bug,” 
and we do not sell them, but feed them 
out on the farm to pigs and sheep, prin­ 
cipally to the former. 
The pigs do not 
object to the bugs. 
W hat the bugs 
think of it is not reported. 
The fau- 
ning-mill will separate nearly all the 
oats from the peas. 
No m atter if a few 
of the split peas will remain with the 
oats. 
lf cut beforo the oats get too ripe ami 
the crop is carefully cured, the fodder 
is nearly as good as hay. 
As to the 
variety of peas, sow any that you can 
buy cheap enough. 
The 
seedmen 
charge too much for it, or the white or 
black-eyed marrow-fat would bo good. 
The common Canada creeper or any 
other small, round pea answers a good 
purpose, and a bushel goes father tiian 
the larger varieties. 
We mean that it 
is not necessary to sow them so thick. 
Two bushels of these small peas and a 
bushel of oats is enough seed per acre. 
The marrow-fats should be sown at the 
rate of not less than throe bushels per 
acre and a bushel to a bushel and a half 
of oats, thoroughly mixed together. 
Early sowing is very desirable, aud 
as sod can bo plowed earlier in the 
spring than stubble land, we prefer to 
sow on sod, putting in the seed as fast 
as the land is plowed. 
The crop can 
be drilled in or sowed broad cast. I f s 
drill is used, keep the gram well mixed 
or the peas will be apt. to sink to the 
bottom. 
If sown broadcast and the 
land is well plowed in narrow furrows, 
sow on the furrows liefore harrowing. 
Then harrow and roll and the peas will 
be well covered.

R. J. Davenport, one of the 
United States engineer* connected 
with the reserroir system at the 
headwaters of the Misiissippi. has 
just returned from a tour of in­ 
spection to Winnebagoshish and 
I>eech lakes. He says Lake \\ inn®- 
bagoshish contains about ninety 
square miles, the water in which 
has been raised twelve feet; and 
iii Leech lake, which lias about 
200 square miles, the water has 
raised 
four feet. 
In 
the three 
dams at Pokegama, 
Leech and 
Winnebagoshish lakes 
there are 
twenty-four billion cubic feet of 
water ready to lie turned on the 
Mississippi as soon as it is low 
enough to require it. 
It is ex­ 
pected that this 
will raise the 
channel 
from three to five feet 
during the low water season.

The Pine River Dam- 


The work undertaken by the 
United States government some 
years ago for the construction of 
a series of reservoir (lams on the 
upper Mississippi, with the object 
of storing the surplus water in the 
spring, to 
be systematically re­ 
leased for the benefiit of naviga­ 
tion below St. Paul during the 
season 
of low water, is 
being 
materially advanced 
by the ap­ 
proaching completion of the dam 
en Pino river, near Cross lake. 
Preliminary work was commenced 
on the dam about fifteen months 
ago, but has i»eeii considerable' 
delayed, 
lending the condemna­ 
tion of lands liable to overflow 
from the ponding up of the water. 
The flommissioners appointed by 
the United States court to assess 
damages finally 
rendered 
their 
report 
last December; 
and, the 
amount of the award having been 
paid to the clerk of the court, the 
work upon the dam was ordered 
to proceed, and was accordingly 
pushed 
with 
vigor. 
The dam, 
like those already constructed at 
Lake Winnebegeihish, Leech lake 
and Pokegema; which were com­ 
pleted last fall, is built of the ma­ 
terial found ir: the country. 
It is 
about thret*.fifths finished, anti is 
hoi>ed the coining November will 
see it com pleted.

Tho Rebel's Plea 


A letter has just been received 
at Quebec 
by Dr. Fisher from 
Louis Riel. 
Atter speaking of his 
ready surrender, 
his chance to 
escape if Im w ished to d<* so aud 
the sjteeitic effect his surrender 
had in briiiirrng the rebellion to a 
close. 
Riel says it should have 
some weight 
iii securing hun a 
hearing before the supreme court, 
and in Lower Canada, for it is 
there alone that he can procure 
all his witnesses. 
He says lie was 
in the United States laboring to 
create a future for himself when 
he was invited among the half- 
breeds to assi-t them in |m? tit ion - 
ing the government. 
11♦* worked 
jieacefully 
until 
the time when 
arms were taken up. 
He says also 
that he never dreamed of w ar but 
by intrigue and forged letters a 
complication of affairs was brought 
about by interested dealers. 
He 
desired to return to United States, 
but the people would not listen to 
him. On 
March 
18 they were 
proceeding to St. Laurent to cele­ 
brate the feast of St. Joseph, and 
had to pass Antione en route, 
when they learned that 500 police­ 
men 
were 
coming 
by 
forced 
marches to disperse them and kill 
their 
leaders. 
When 
the half- 
breeds learned this they stopi»ed 
their wagens and made the arrest 
of an Indian agent. 
They also 
made one or two other 
arrests. 
Riel says he was not present when 
these arrests were made, but he 
was notified, and when he went to 
the place and found the people 
had decided to take up arms in 
their 
defense. 
In 
twenty-four 
hours the whole population were 
in arms. 
He concludes by asking 
not to be treated like a murderer 
and not to be chained before the 
jury have pronounced upon his 
case and feels confident they will 
not find him guilty. 
He says his 
incarceration is telling upon his 
health, notwithstanding the kind 
attention of his jailers. 


Miao.as'ppl Reservoirs. 


A movement is on foot among 
lumberman, it is said, to secure 
the opening of the Winnebago­ 
shish dams, in order to avert a fall 
in the river, and prevent the hang­ 
ing up of about 3,000,OftO feet of 
logs, now iii danger of being caught 
at Olmsted bar, just above Fort 
Ripley. 
Prominent 
lumbermen 
whe were conversed with yester­ 
day, says the Pioneer Press, do not 
express any 
apprehension 
that 
there will be need of the applica­ 
tion of the water now in the Miss­ 
issippi reservoirs to the drives, 
nearly all of which are now where 
they can be secured, even it it be 
at the coit of a little extra labor. 
Maj. Allen, in charge of the man­ 
agement of the reservoir system, 
expected that 
some legislation 
would be secured governing the 
management of the reservoirs, but 
congress adjourned without taking 
any action and he has therefore 
been left to act upon his own judg­ 
ment. 
In the latter part of May 
he reported that the reservoirs now 
completed were well filled with 
water and that a sufficient body 
had been held lo enable him to 
promise a good supply during the 
low water season. 
The water at 
that time was falling and much ap­ 
prehension was felt that many of 
the drives would not be got out in­ 
to the Misiissippi. 
Several splash­ 
es had been given the upper Miss­ 
issippi from the dams on which the 
steamers plying the river above 
Aitkin had made a number of trips. 
Water was being turned out of the 
Pokegema dam in a slightly greater 
volume than natural at that lime 
of year. 
It was then his intention 
to continue the 
flow gradually 
through June, and in July make a 
demonstration of what the dams 
can do, anticipating that the stage 
of water would be such that any 
increase in the volume would be 
an aid to navigation. 
This plan 
has been changed by the heavy 
rains and the high stage of water. 
Lumbermen are agreed that a rise 
of five or six feet now might ser­ 
iously complicate matters in the 
booms, the sta^e of water having 
been better maintained than up the 
river further, where the fall of wa­ 
ter has been rapid during the past 
week, and that the water can be 
judiciously held until some future 
time. 
It is a question whether the 
water in the dams can be used for 
the purpose of floating logs, as the 
dams were constructed as an ex­ 
periment te see what could be done 
in the way of improving navigation 
and there is room for doubt as to 
whether the water can be used for 
other purposes. 
Forty of these 
dams are to be built—thirty-seven 
in addition to the the three already 
finished.

In the Century, the “ Legal Aspects 
I of the Mormon Problem'* are discussed 
by Arthur G. Sedgwick, who conc]adet 
; as follows: 
The failure of the attempt to break 
up the Mormon system by Congressional 
legislation does not, by any means, show 
that the Mormon system will ultimately 
prevail in Utah. The operation of u t 
ural causes is certain, in the long r n , 
to sap the foundations erf polygamy. 
The railroads hare already brought the 
Territory into communication with the 
rest of the country, and the development 
of the mines must ultimately bring in a 
large Gentile population—almost alto­ 
gether male. A strong tendency in the 
direction of marriages between Gentile 
men and the daughters of Mormon par­ 
ents must spring up. 
Indeed, this is 
said to show itself already. There is ne 
surplus of women in the Wert from 
whit* to recruit polygamous houoaholds; 
the births of the two sexes ara always 
very nearly equal, and the Mormon 
population is no longer being rapidly 
increased from abroad, as it was in the 
times of the ettlj persecution of the 
church. It is ww stationary, or nearly 
so, and being rapidly hemmed in by a 
community having a social system which 
all experience shows is the only one per­ 
manently adapted to modem industrial 
life. As the Territory fills up, and the 
Mormons are brought more a»d more 
into relations with the rest of the world, 
one of the strongest internal causes of 
disintegration will unquestionably be the 
sense of shame operating upon the 
younger female generation. In the nat­ 
ural course of things, some of the daugh­ 
ters of Mormon householders must marry 
Gentiles, and others, who do not marry 
outside the church, will be made keenly 
aware that they are surrounded by a 
community which regards their position 
as a degraded one. As long as they 
could keep themselves separated from 
the rest of the world, this Gentile feel­ 
ing was of very tittle consequence to 
them. 
It did not affect them in 
daily life; it was something remote from 
them, which they did not even need to 
disregard. 
This cannot continue for­ 
ever, and indeed a change must begin, 
if it has not begun already, as soon as 
the surrounding monogamic Gentile sys­ 
tem of marriage has a fair opportunity 
to enter into competition with its rivaL 
Under these circumstances, there is 
nothing to be done with the Mormons 
but to let them alone. 
Persecution has 
been tried, and has only served to 
strengthen and increase them. Law her 
been tried, and has proved of no use, 
because it has not been enforced. From 
the circumstances of the ease, it can­ 
not be.

The yellow covered stretcher ori 
which the cholera stricken sick and dead 
are carried through the streets is one of the 
commonest sights. 
Deaths haveltecoineso 
frequent that the

been forbidden. 
Beginning on Ju n e 5, the 
cholera has since then attacked 3 ,2 1 5 per­ 
sons in twenty-four days, and of these 1, 
3 0 0 bodies have already heen buried.

ly 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 people, onepm-Kon in each thirty 
has already had the cholera, and one per­ 
son in each •**•*' cut v fi vp of the population 
has been buried within three weeks.

town and the Aqueduct B ridge. 
He 
gradually 
failed 
in health,

and died, leaving a widow— Mrs. Gayes 
— and two hoys and two girls.

breaking out of the war in 18(51, Mrs. 
Gayes and her elder daughter who was 
about 15 years of age, took a decided 


stand in favor of the Union cause. 
It 
required not a little moral courage to 
do th is; but there was uo elem ent of 
fear in the make-up of any member of 
the family. 
At first their home was 
within the confederate lines, and com ­ 
munication with W ashington was very 
difficult and 
hazardous. „ Mrs. Gaves 


was ridiculed, 
and sometimes th reat­ 
ened, but it availed nothing. 
After the 
Confederate 
lines 
were 
driven back a few miles in 1861, 
forti­ 
fications 
were 
constructed 
around 


W ashington for the protection of the 
National Capital. 
They consisted of a 
chain of forts arranged in nearly a cir­ 
cle. 
The lino crossed the Potom ac near 
Chain Bridge above Georgetown, e x ­ 
tending thence 
down 
to Arlington 
Heights and 
some distance below , re- 
crossing the river about half way be­ 


tween L on g 
Bridge and Alexandria, 
and so on around until the c*ircle 
was 
complete. 
W ithin this line, and about 


a mile and a half 
from

shingles.

Considerable interest is manifested 
in a pretty full account of details in the 
management of a cream ery at W ab r- 
ville, N. Y \, in which the cream from 
the milk of 1,000 cows, owned by sixty 
different patrons, is collected and each 
patron's cream churned by itself and 
the butter product of each weighed, 
graded and paid for aceording to quan­ 
tity and quality, or returned to the pro­ 
ducer at his option, if not satisfied with 
the gradiug, with a small charge added 
for manufacturing and all the work, in­ 
cluding gathering the cream , being done 
without difficulty by one man and his 
wifi*. 


The sooner the farm can be made to 
produce big crojis of clover the sooner 
it will pay. Clover is good for anything, 
cattle, sheep, hogs, horses, and crops of 
all kinds. 
Seed with clover, and then 
plow it under after one crop has been 
taken off and while the roots are green. 
They are rich iu phosphates, aud the 
stem s and leaves gather nitrogen from 
the air and add it to the soil.

# O ats and P eas. 


From tho American Agriculturist. 
W e have for many years grown oats 
and peas together. 
On good, rich land, 
sown early, you can get a great mass of 
fodder and grain. 
The great drawback 
in the older States is the pea-weevil. 
The peas are affected with the “bug,” 
and we do not sell them, but feed them 
out on the farm to pigs and sheep, prin­ 
cipally to the former. 
T he pigs do not 
object to the bugs. 
W hat the bugs 
think of it is not reported. 
The fan- 
ning-mill will separate nearly all the 
oats from the peas. 
No m atter if a few 
of the split peas will remain with the 
oats. 
If cut before the oats get too ripe and 
the crop is carefully cured, the fodder 
is nearly as good as hay. 
As to the 
variety of peas, sow any that you can 
buy cheap 
enough. 
The 
seedmen 
charge too much for it, or the wrhito or 
black-eyed m arrow-fat would bo good. 
The common Canada creeper or any 
other small, round p«*a answers a good 
purpose, and a bushel goes father than 
the larger varieties. 
W e mean th at it 
is not necessary to sow them so thick. 
Two bushels of these small peas and a 
bushel of oats is enough seed per acre. 
The marrow'-fats should Ixi sown at the 
rate of not less than three bushels per 
acre anil a bushel to a bushel and a half 
of oats, thoroughly mixed together. 
E arly sowing is very desirable, aud 
as sod 
can bo 
plowed 
earlier in the 
spring than stubble land, we prefer to 
sow on sod, putting in the seed as fast 
as the land is plowed. 
The erop can 
bo drilled in or sowed broadcast. 
If a 
drill is used, keep the grain well mixed 
or the peas will 
be apt to sink to the 
bottom. 
If sown broadcast 
and 
the 
land is well plowed in narrow furrows, 
sow’ on the furrows before harrowing. 
Then harrow anil roll and the peas will 
be w'ell covered. 
You can relv on that.

fed at such a time that it may remain it 
the stom ach as long as need Ik: to 
sc 
cure it com plete digestion. 
The nitro­ 
genous elem ents, iu which grain is rich 
cr than other foods. ar*> Letter digested 
in the stomach than in the int* stines. 
The grain should Ik? fed aft. r the hay 
has been eaten, and no other food or 
drink should l»e given for some time af­ 
ter, so that the grain may remain in thq 
stomach until it is fully digested. 
If 
the grain is fed first, and then a ration 
as, for instance, of seven pounds of hay, 
the grain 
will 
la? 
sjM-edily 
forced 
from 
the 
stom ach 
by 
the 
hay. 
In 
eating 
the 
hay, 
it 
will 
be 
mixed with four times its weight of 
saliva, and an hour and a half will be 
required for m asticating it. 
In order 
to have the stom ach digest well, it should 
not contain more than ten quarts at a 
time, and in eating seven pounds of hay, 
the animal swallows at least two stom- 
achfnls of hay and saliva, one of these 
having 
passed on into the intestines. 
If the grain had been led first, before 
the hay, the grain would havo speedily 
passed out of the stom ach 
into tho 
intestines, where it would digest less 
completely than if allowed to remain in 
the stom ach. 
It is the office of the 
stom ach to digest the nitrogenous parts 
of the 
foods, and as the oats or corn 
contain 
four or five times as much ol 
these as the same amount of hay, it is 
obviously more im portant to have the 
grain subjected to the full action of the 
gastric juices than to have the hay re­ 
tained there. 
Hence in feeding grain 
it should be fed after the hay ration has 
br?en 
eaten. 
This 
is 
a 
m atter well 
worth 
rem em bering in feeding horses.

and Pokegetna; which were com­ 
pleted last fall, i« built of the ma­ 
terial found in the country.

and after scooping out a grave in 
the 
sand 
by a small hroek, lie 
placed the little infant in a box 
which he had previously carried 
there, nailed down the top and 
buried it, going through the form 
of delivering a prayer and singing 
a hymn. 
After he had filled the 
tiny grave lie stamped on it, and 
slowly went hack home and told 
his mother of his deed, cf 
which 
he seemed very proud. 
He said 
“ it was just like Mrs. Arthur’s 
little baby funeral.” 
The terrified 
mother hastened to the spot, the 
grave w as reopened and the infant 
found dead, 
with its right arm 
broken and skull crushed. 


Mississippi Reservoirs. 


A movement is on foot among 
lumberman, it is said, to secure 
the opening 
of the Winnebago- 
shish dams, in order to avert a fall 
in the river, and prevent the hang­ 
ing up of about 3,000,000 feet of 
log*, now in danger of being caught 
at Olmsted bar, just above Fort 
Ripley. 
Prominent 
lumbermen 
whs were conversed with yester­ 
day, says the Pioneer Press, do not 
express 
any 
apprehension 
that 
there will be need of the applica­ 
tion of the water now’ in the Miss­ 
issippi reservoirs 
to 
the drives, 
nearly all of which are now where 
they can be secured, even it it be 
at the cost of a little extra labor. 
Maj. Allen, in charge of the man­ 
agement of the reservoir system, 
expected 
that 
some 
legislation 
would be secured governing the 
management of the reservoirs, but 
congress adjourned without taking 
any action and he has therefore 
been left to act upon his own judg­ 
ment. 
In the latter part of May 
he reported that the reservoirs now 
completed 
were 
well filled with 
water and that a sufficient body 
had been held to enable him to 
promise 4 good supply during the 
low water season. 
The water at 
that time was falling and much ap­ 
prehension was felt that many of 
the drives would not be got out in­ 
to the Mississippi. 
Several splash­ 
es had been given the upper Miss­ 
issippi from the dams on which the 
steamers plying the river above 
Aitkin had made a number of trips. 
Water was being turned out of the 
Pokegema dam in a slightly greater 
volume than natural at that time 
of year. 
It was then his intention 
to continue the 
flow gradually 
throngh June, and in July make a 
demonstration of what the dams 
can do, anticipating that the stage 
of water would he such that any 
increase in the volume would lie 
an aid to navigation. 
This plan 
has been changed by the heavy 
rains and the high stage of water. 
Lumbermen are agreed that a rise 
of five or six feet now might ser­ 
iously complicate matters in the 
booms, the stage of water having 
been better maintained than up the 
river further, where the fall of wa­ 
ter has been rapid during the past 
week, and that the water can he 
judiciously held until some future 
time. 
It is a question whether the 
water in the dams can be used for 
the purpose of floating logs, as the 
dams were constructed as an ex­ 
periment to see what could he done 
in the way of improving navigation 
and there is room for doubt as to 
whether the water can be used for 
other purposes. 
Forty of these 
dams are to be built—thirty-seven 
in addition to the the three already 
finished.

In the Century, the " Legal Aspect* 
of the Mormon Problem” are diecuaaed 
by Arthur G. Sedgwick, who conclude* 
as follow*: 
The failure of the attempt to break 
up the Mormon Bystem by Congressional 
legislation doe* not, by any means, show 
that the Mormon system will ultimately 
prevail in Utah. 
The operation of nat­ 
ural causes is certain, in the long n u , 
to sap the foundations of polygamy. 
The railroads have already brought the 
Territory into communication with the 
rest of the country, and the development 
of the mines must ultimately bring in a 
large Gentile population—almost alto­ 
gether male. 
A strong tendency in the 
direction of marriages between Gentile 
men and the daughters of Mormon par­ 
ents must spring up. 
Indeed, this is 
said to show itself already. 
Thera is no 
surplus of women in the W eti from 
which to recruit polygamous houosholds; 
the births of the two sexes are always 
very nearly equal, and the Mormon 
population is no longer being rapidly 
increased from abroad, aa it was in the 
times of the early persecution of the 
church. 
It i* kow stationary, or nearly 
so, and being rapidly hemmed in by a 
community having a social system which 
all experience shows is the only one per­ 
manently adapted to modern industrial 
life. 
As the Territory fills up, and the 
Mormons are brought more and more 
into relations with the rest of the world, 
one of the strongest internal causes of 
disintegration will unquestionably be the 
sense of shame operating upon the 
younger female generation. 
In the nat­ 
ural course of things, some of the daugh­ 
ters of Mormon householders must many 
Gentiles, and others, who do not marry 
outside the church, will be made keenly 
aware that they are surrounded by a 
community which regards their position 
as a degraded one. 
As long as they 
could keep themselves separated from 
the rest of the world, this Gentile feel­ 
ing was of very little consequence to 
them. 
It did not affect them in their 
daily life; it was something remote from 
them, which they did not even need to 
disregard. 
This cannot continue for­ 
ever, and indeed a change must begin, 
if it has not begun already, aa toon aa 
the surrounding monogamic Gentile sys­ 
tem of marriage has a fair opportunity 
to enter into competition with its rival 
Under these circumstances, there is 
nothing to be done with the Mormons 
but to let them alone. 
Persecution has 
been tried, and has only served to 
strengthen and increase them. Law has 
been tried, and has proved of no use, 
because it has not been enforced. From 
the circumstances of the case, it can­ 
not be.

scores of women as entitled to unstint­ 
ed praise because of their artistic ex­ 
cellencies. 
I coulJ mention off-hand a 
dozen such, but to-day prefer to give 
aocount of two or (hr6e who are fast 
winning a reputation for themselves 
and their 
works. 
Miss 
Elizabeth 
Strong, one such, is a young woman 
whose greatest defect is her own mod­ 
esty. 
Born in Connecticut, and left 
motherless at a very tender age, she ac­ 
companied her father to the Sandwich 
Islands, whure she 
remained a few 
years and then went to San Francisco. 
There she entered the School of De­ 
sign, studying in the same class with 
Alexander Harrison,who is now in this 
city. 
Drawing from casts was her 
busy occupation for two year'. 
She 
carried oil a gold medal for excellence, 
and then painted enough pictures to 
take her to Europe ami insure her a 
living for some time to come 
Arrived iu Paris, Miss Strong enter­ 
ed Barrias’ atelier, where during two 
winters she studied on figures, but she 
pined for the country, and was deter­ 
mined to paint only animals. 
So she 
went to Van Marcke, who gave her 
wise counsel and a helping hand, by 
both of which she profited. 
Out near 
Senlis she found a little farm for her 
animals, a house for herself and a stu­ 
dio iu which to work. 
The house is 
one which Mr. Catlin, the famous 
painter-traveler, built and used ever 
'O many years ago. 
There are sever­ 
al acres of rich land, the residence is 
comfortable and the studio light and 
roomy. 
More fruit than she can e\er 
use is grown on her own grounds, and 
last summer and autumn she supplied 
friends with plenty of grapes and vege­ 
tables. 
She also ha- grazing lanjls for 
her sheep. 
The chatelaines of the 
country round about visit Miss Strong, 
some of them being, in their way, am­ 
ateur painters. 
“ 1 could not be induced to live any­ 
where but in the country," 'a id she, 
with a show of enthusiasm quite unex­ 
pected. 
“Out here I can study and 
work and be vyith my animals and eu- 
.iov nature. 
This little village where 
I five is so countrified that there is not 
even a church in the place.” 
Miss Strong’s first exhibit was last 
year. 
Her “Diner en Fam ille" was fa­ 
vorably criticised, aud when the Salon 
was closed it was sent to New York. 
A gentleman living in Buffalo saw it 
and bought it. 
All the other works 
that she has ever painted for sale are 
owned in the Fritted Matos, several of 
them being in Boston. 
At the exhibi­ 
tion of work by women artists in the 
Palais de 1’Industrie the other day, she 
showed “A la Fenetre,” the picture of 
two dogs that have climbed up on the 
window sill to the great danger of 
flowers and pots of plants. 
It is a de­ 
lightful effect, and the drawing and 
color are excellent. 
Her Salon picture 
is entitled, “W aiting for the Master. ’ 
At the large, iron-barred gate of the 
estate, two uog', one standing, the 
other lying on t/.c ground, are waiting 
for their m aster’s return 
The recum­ 
bent animal is & collie, and is black 
and tan in color; the other is a Rus­ 
sian grey-bound, perfectly white. The 
work i' painted in a very light key;

Temperance and Longevity. 


Sstordsy Review. 
Coruaro's regimen—which consisted 
of eggs, soup, 
bread, pancakes, and 
such like food, with wine—was, as he 
tells us. intended for himself alone. 
All people should live temperately, 
but the temperance of one man i- the 
excess of another. 
Coruaro's method 
is the simple one that each man should 
find out for himself what is the suita­ 
ble quantity of food and drink for him- 
'elf, and then live accordingly. 
The 
charm of Cornaro's narrative consists 
iu the garrulous naivete with which he 
sets forth his simple creed and practice. 
Italy, he savs, was suffering from three 
great evils—lirst. from flattery and 
ceremonies; secondly, from the efteet 
of the Lutheran doctrines; 
thirdly, 
from debauchery. 
These three evils, 
or rather “cruel monsters of human 
life," have destroyed respectively, so­ 
cial sincerity; secondly, the religion of 
the soul: thirdly, 
the health of the 
body. 
The lir-t two plagues he leaves 
to be dealt with by -omp “ <7entili spir 
Hi." who will banish them from the 
world; the third he undertakes to ex­ 
tirpate himself, being convinced that 
Italy, before his death, will return to 
her former “ fair and holy m anners." 
To this end he gives his own practice 
as an example to be followed, at least 
iu its aim aud spirit. 
His daily allow­ 
ance of food was three rolls, the yolk 
of an egg with meat and soup, the 
whole 
weighing twelve ounces; his 
daily allowance of wine was fourteen 
ounces. On one occasion, after he had 
slightly increased the quantities, he 
became in a few days “choleric and 
melancholy,' and soon fell into a vio­ 
lent fever, from which he only recov­ 
ered by returning to his former regi­ 
men. 
lie never ate or drank to the 
extent of his appetite; 
avoided ex­ 
tremes of heat and cold; was careful 
to have sufficient sleep. 
To keep clear 
of grief, melancholy, hatred find other 
perturbation *of the mind, was also an 
essential part of the system, though 
temperance in eating 
and drinking 
will do much to counteract mental 
trouble', 
as well as to neutralize the 
effects 
of 
bodily hardships. 
Onoc 
when 
powerful 
enemies 
brought 
a suit against him he kept his equan­ 
imity, and won his case in the end, 
while his brother, who had led an ir­ 
regular iife, died of anxiety while the 
case was going on. 
If men were but 
temperate as he 
was himself, they 
would live to be a hundred years old. 
lie himself intended to do so. and to 
die at last, not of disease, but of “ywra 
resolnzoine."1 
If he had not a good 
constitution to start with 
he 
had 
reached one hundred and twenty vears 
instead of only one hundred, 
fie did, 
in fact, die very nearly at the age of 
,>nc hundred, if he did not surpass it. 
He is sure that, having on earth led a 
life pleasing to God, he will by his 
inerey enjoy the heavenly life' after 
death. 
I ntil ho adopted the tem per­ 
ate life, he never 
“ knew that the 
world was fair.” The temperate “(an­ 
no brutto il mando.” 
Even the deaths 
of relations and and friends troubled 
him little, so calm and equable had 
his temper become. 
These and other 
doctrines to the same effect he pub­ 
lished in his first treatise, when he 
was at the age of eighty-three; three 
years later he followed it up by a sec­ 
ond, the “C'ompcndio della Vita So- 
bria;” live years later still, he pub­ 
lished a third; and finally, at the age 
of ninety-live he brought out his “ Lov­ 
ing Exhortation,” urging his readers 
to do a* he Fiad done, and to enjoy the 
happiness he had found. Not a little of 
it. he tells us, was due to the fact that 
many of them had followed his advice.

of knowing how to breathe cannot be 
over estimated 
No line of treatm ent 
(of lung disease) at home or charge of i 
oil mate should be inaugurated without 
thorough instruction iu lung gyiunas- | 
tics, in the mechanism of breathing. 
Until you have paid close attention to 
the subject for a number of year; you 
will never know how manv hum n be- I 
ings do not know how to breathe, and 
through 
which 
organ to

JieaDiration, this most im portant of all I 


function* of life, is by some carried on 
superficially, by other* 
pervertedly, 
and oontrary to physiological require, 
m ents.” 
“ Breathing is a 
function 
which 
should be exercised slowly and pro 
foundly; a requirem ent which can on­ 
ly be fulfilled by breathing through 
tbe nose. Breathing through the mouth 
leads to superficial and other rapid 
breathing; still oftener to snapping off 
the air.” 
We are often called on to prescribe 
for patients or give advice for the re­ 
lief of those who are of sedentary hab­ 
its, as book keepers, clerks, women or 
students, who will complain of pain iu 
the upper half of the chest, or at least 
a very uncomfortable feeling of de­ 
pression in the breast or lungs. 
These 
patients often express a fear of organ­ 
ic lung trouble.and thatcousum otion is 
threatening them. In such cases we will 
very often notea languid expression 01 
11 semi-melancholic appearance. 
It is 
also not at all uncommon to note a 
sallowness of skin, a fueling of inabil­ 
ity for any considerable manual effort, 
dyspmea when the effort is made, or 
that the patient becomes quickly ex­ 
hausted, is constipated, has hebetude 
of mind and very little disposition 
to do more thau absolute duty de­ 
mands. 
But in such cases I believe we have, 
in forced respiration, a valuable means 
with which to accomplish complete re­ 
lief, or at least to assist in reaching 
such a desirable “end. 
Let a patient 
who comes with a soreness of breast 
or lungs, a little cough, dyspnoea on 
exercise, lassitude, easily exhausted, 
rapid pulse on slight exertion, consti­ 
pation, mental hebetude, etc., com­ 
mence at once these forced inspira­ 
tions aud expirations, and practice this 
for ten to fifteen minutes from four to 
six times a day. and with proper meas­ 
ures otherwise he will soon feel like a 
new man. 
He will need very little 
medicine, often only a placebo, and 
will need mostly hygienic management 
as to diet, hours of work, exercise, 
sleep, etc. 
Tyndall says (loc. tit.), “Lung gym­ 
nastics proper should be carried 011 in 
the open air. while at work if possible, 
or walking or standing still, or in a 
well ventilated room. 
The exact lim­ 
it.'to which actual gymnastics should 
be carried on at home or in a gym na­ 
sium often taxes the judgm ent of the 
best physician. 
Nearly all * 
* 
* 
performances require more or less se­ 
vere straiuing of the pectoral muscles, 
and sudden calls on the heart for in- 
creased action.” 
“ While walking, the patient should 
as frequently as possible (say. every 
ten or fifteen minutes) take deep in­ 
spirations and e.xpiratons 
without 
straining, from six to eight times in 
succession: which act completely emp­ 
ties and refills the lungs."

John Wesley going 
to Georgia to 
preach to the !nd ans, “ I should re­ 
joice that they were all so employed 
though 1 should never see them m ore.”

other born witli fortune will waste 110 
effort for it, and all bred in climates of 
even heat and pleasure mav sleep and 
rest aud live in idleness. 
So exertion 
is the developer of mind and body. 
Very many Americans are born poor, 
and they feel the cold and know what 
hunger means. 
The same hard exercise that athletes 
use to make a graud physique, m ental­ 
ly applied, makes a strong mind. 
The same close drill in thought that* 
racers and gymnasts practice bodily 
will harden every mind-muscle, every 
faculty, encourage every energy, and 
deepen every 
plan and 
purpose. 
Thought to the mind of thinkers is like 
callous to the hand of workers, the 
hardening tibre-maker that each pro­ 
duces. 
The accident of poverty is the ge­ 
nius of success. 
The rich rarely in- 
vent anything; the poor and thought­ 
ful give a life to active energy. Taken 
as a class we have all started poor. 
As the farm ers among the rocks of 
New England iuet the hills and hind­ 
rances of 
broken lands and stony 
fields, so the W estern landow ners were 
met by an army of trees and a navy 
of marshes, and the railroads encoun­ 
tered opposition from deserts and riv­ 
ers, lakes and mountains. 
So iu over­ 
coming these obstacles by inventions 
tbe keener mental m ettle was devel­ 
oped. 
The history of railroads and bridges, 
and of the struggles and progress of 
their projectors, is too lengthy to more 
than glance at, but we all well know 
and deeply realize that their improve­ 
ment and development hath both been 
the marvel of the century. 
The elo­ 
quent words of Van Dvke in 1859 most 
beautifully drew the graphic picture: 
“ Who shall stop this glorious work, 
which is spreading blessings and pros­ 
perity around us? 
Who shall dare to 
say, ‘thus far slialt thou go and no 
farther’P Who shall dictate to it after 
doing so much? 
Must it now pause 
and rest in inglorious ease? No, nev­ 
er! 
It shall not be stayed. 
It shall 
speed onward iu trium ph; it shall add 
link after link to the great chain that 
binds m ankind together; it shall speed 
onward, 
still onward, through the 
gorges of the mountain, over the 
depths of the valley, till the iron horse, 
whose bowels are fire, ‘out of whose 
nostrilsgoeth forth smoke,’ and ‘whose 
breath kindleth coals,’ shall be heard 
thundering through the echoing soli­ 
tudes of the Rocky Mountains, start­ 
ling the lone Indian from his wild re­ 
treat, and ere long reachiug the gold­ 
en shores of the far-off Pacific, there 
to be welcomed by the glad shouts of 
American 
freemen at the glorious 
event which has conquered time and 
distance, and bound them by nearer 
chords 
to older homes and sister 
States.” 
A few inventions came from men in 
easy circumstances, but by far the 
greater growth is from the struggling 
classes. 
The rem ark of the learned 
and eloquent English advocate, Lord 
Erskine, that he never cut loose from 
embarrassm ent aud pleaded from the 
heart until one day when reduced to 
actual want he felt his children tug­ 
ging at his coat skirt, saying, “Father, 
give us bread,” is the true sentim ent 
of inspiration to Americans. 
Their 
families have been pleading for bread 
and intensified their energy. 
This is 
the stimulus to the woodman’s arm as 
he hews down the wilderness; the mo­ 
tive of the engineer as he climbs the 
steep ascent of the Rocky Mountain 
railway, or burns the m idnight lamp 
in experiments with electric light. 
This is the restless, active energy J>orn 


with those who are born to labor; 
children of the same ancestry ; heirs of 
the same inheritance; rewarded by the 
same applause and honored for the 
same pluck that picks bright jewels 
from the earth’s rich mines, or shapes 
rude wood and metals into palace 
cars, cradles grain or plies a shuttle 
with the fruits of genuis, where one 
man by invention does what a hundred 
could never do by plodding, and what 
a hundred would never have attem pt­ 
ed but for a rew ard of victory, the 
aim aud watchword of Americans. 
T he American genuis springs from 
our owu soil, and has a native value. 
Il is a growth ot our owu climate, a 
rew ard of our own creation, a force 
prom pting our own increasing and 
competing activity, unknown, unused, 
and not needed elsewhere. 
Its mark 
is original, its progress universal, and 
“ every time the suu rises in America 
it seems to add many millions to the 
wealth of tin* nation,” as well as a 
useful invention that shall either les­ 
sen labor or increase happiness. —J

William Reim s Rapacity. 
The Delaware 
fishery 
question, 
writes a Trenton correspondent to The 
New yrork Tribune, is an example of 
the cases which have made every law­ 
yer of prominence in New Jersey an 
antiquarian, with all sorts of curious 
facts at his fingers’ ends. 
Ex-Atty. 
Gen. Robert Gilchrist engaged in the 
fishery case iu 1878, and be has been 
associated with Cortland Parker, John 
P. Stockton, ex-Secretarv F'relinghuv- 
seu, and others in its discussion, aud 
Secretary Bayard has championed the 
claims of Delaware. 
Mr. Gilchrist’s 
connection with the case has made 
him curiously fam iliar with the time- 
of Charles 11. ami with the peculiar­ 
ities of the duke of York and that 
“ able politician" William Penn, who 
seems to have been successful in get­ 
ting almost anything be wanted from 
the duke until the latter ran away 
from W hitehall and threw his great 
seal as Jam es 
II. into the River 
Thames. 
One of tin* strange phases 
of the Delaware claim to exclusive 
privileges on the River Delawaic and 
Delaware bay is that iu people, or 
some of them, fought the claim a hun­ 
dred years ago 
aud 
11 p to 
near 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
present 
century repudiated the guileful Qua­ 
ker’s Claims. 
Mr. Penn was almost a- 
huugry as the dem ocratic party; foi 
he was a grantee under the duke ol 
York as a J»-r-e.vman and a claimant 
from the same source in Delaware and 
Pennsylvania. The Jersey grant, lfitifl- 
04, renewed after the Dutch defeat, ir; 
1074, was 
made 
to 
Penn among 
others, and tue claim for Delaware 
was subsequent to aud inconsistent 
with this. 
New Jersey’s tith*' to land 
were continued in 1702 and by the 
Revolution. 
Delaware’s claim to the 
fishing 
privileges and to the right to keep Jer- 
sevmen irom the waters of the rivet 
date back to 1682. 
William Penn had 
obtained the grant of Pennsylvania, 
but when he arrived he found ten 
Swedes iu Delaware occupying the fa t 
w ater frout. 
lie fixed lustful eyes 
upon the place, aud at length got a 
grant from the duke of Y«*rk for the 
town of Newcastle and all that lav 
within a twelve-mile eirele thereof. 
The duke, unfortunately for Penti, 
had no right to make that grant, liii* 
brother. King Charles, having never 
given it to him. Penn evidently under­ 
stood the deficiency iu the grant, for 
when tin- duke became king he got hi- 
deed reurawn, and il passed through 
the parliam entary stage-* and needed 
only the king's great -eal. 
Just at 
this juncture King Jam es thought Lon 
don w as getting too hot tor him and 
ran away. It is recorded in an ancient 
chronicle that “during an unguarded 
moment that able politician, Penn, 
confessed to the board of trade that 
had King Jam es remained two dav- 
longer at W hitehall he would have ob­ 
tained a grant under the gn at **«*al foi 
the three counties of D elaw are." 
in 
1708 the Delaw are assembly knew that 
Penn had a claim on tne counties, but 
denied its legitimacy, and before that 
the king and council had repudiated 
it. 
There was a w a rm e r the lio'ses- 
sion in 1787 between Lord Baltimore's 
men and the Penn tenants, and again 
the council decided that the province 
belonged to the crown; and in 1794 the 
people of Delaware themselves form­ 
ally, at a popular election, decided 
that the crown had possessed the state 
until its claim had been transferred by 
the Revolution. It has seemed strange, 
therefore, that the Penn grant should 
be made the basis for a claim in the 
river, which had been, in fact, always 
possessed by the crown, or general 
government—a fact the D elaw arean' 
had used violence to maintain. 
The Penn grant, which was never 
really granted, has therefore been a 
subject of dispute for just 202 years. 
Rejected at tir.-*t by the residents of the 
colony, adm itted to be void, fought 
by 
Lord 
Baltimore 
“ with drawn 
sw ords." fretfully alluded to as a 
source of trouble by the Delaware as­ 
sembly 160years ago, formally repudi­ 
ated by the king and council, rejected 
again by tbe Delawareans, further in­ 
validated by the Revolution, it might 
have been considered as dead as the 
wily Penn himself if it had not route 
forth as an argum ent upon the ques­ 
tion ot who owned Pea Patch island iu 
the Delaware river forty years ago. 
and had not then been in!sunderst<>od 
and construed so that Delaware was 
able to lay some claim to its genuine­ 
ness, and, a few yeais ago set up that 
it was, as heir to Penn's privileges, 
the sole possessor of jurisdiction over 
the Delaware river within tweve miles 
of Newcastle, and had the right to 
make Jersey men pay a license for fish­ 
ing therein. 
An injunction of the 
United States courts has suspended 
operations since, aud is adm itted lobe 
effective still. 
The end is not yet, for 
the case has not been finally adjusted 
It affords, at least, a glimpse of early 
colonial history which is not without 
interest.
